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COALS. 
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SAVAGE CERE- 
MONIES AMONG 
THE MESA 
GRANDE INDIANS 
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How would you like to dance on liv- 
ing coals of fire with your bare feet? 
That is what the Mesa Grande @1- 
dians of San Diego county do when 
they have one of their fire dances—a 
not infrequent occurrence. But these 


fire dances will soon be a thing of the 
past, for it is only the old Indians that 
younger 


now take part, the genera-

tion, with their store clothes, short 
hair and half civilized manners, being 
content to be interested spectators, 
The singular ceremonies will undoubt- 
edly pass away with the old men of 
the camp. 

The most recent of these strange and 
peculiar dances was held only a few 
nights ago, says the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, It was in connection with the 
death of a prominent young Indian, 
Jose Clayto, who passed to the bappy 
hunting grounds one year ago. Big 
ceremonies attended bis death at that 
time, and they were continued this 
year. The full significance of the cere- 
mony is not understood by those not 
thoroughly initiated into the myste- 
ries of Mesa Grande Indian lore, but it 
is weird and uncanny enough to sat- 
isfy the most fastidious taste. 

The time is 9 o'clock at night in the 


large court or square of the fiesta 
grounds. A big fire of oak logs lights 


up the faces of a bundred Indians, the 
Women squatting by themselves, the 
men standing, and all as silent and ex- 
pectant as if some dire tragedy were 
about to be enacted. 

Soon two Indians emerge from the 
deep, mysterious shadows of the rama- 
das, about 20 yards distant, and slowly 
approach in a stooping posture, utter- 
ing strange, guttural sounds. They are 
‘nnked to the waist and are painted 
hideously with white paste or chalk. 
They wear a line of eagle plumes 
draped gracefully from the shoulders 
to the waist and bave a headdress of 
fluffy owl feathers. They do-ce-do 
about the circle once or twice with pe- 
culinr antics and then retire, uttering 
the strange sounds.

knees, uttering queer sounds ip their 
throats. They are nude to the waist, 
all daubed and streaked with white. 
aud wear feathers in their hatr. Walk- 


ing ahead of the crawling procession 
are two or three Indians, apparently 
herding the crawling creatures back, 
to keep them from zg vio . like 
cowboys tn front of au band of cattle. 
As they erawl past the fire one or two | 
try to rea into the bluze, but are herd 
ed back 

At last the band comes to a halt and 
is finally soothed into quietness by the 
herders using their plumes and sprin 
Kling medicine on the kneeling fiepres 
For some | not a sound Is 
henrd except t low chanting of the 
Bquaws. The dancing begins and grad 
unlly increas: in Vehemence as the 
chanting grows louder and wilder. 
This Is kept up for an hour or two, un- 
ul the men are reckiag with perspira- 
tion and the white designs on their 
brown skins are sadly marred. Mean- 
while logs have been heaped on the 
fire until it lights up the inclosure like 
day. The dancing is now varied by the 


squaws jolnine ia and all daneing and 
singing around the tire, 

After lalf an hour of this the women 
Withdraw, and the men, led by old So- 
Hone with tis medicine rattle, circle 
around © few thes, chanting thelr 


| wild songs. Suddenly, with deep grunts 
and guttural sounds, all sit down and 
shove their feet into the fire, kicking 
the glowing coals and scattering them 
about the place. Then, remarkable as 
it may sound, they dance on these 
coals until they are extinguished, then 
fall on their knees, fighting the fire 
with their hands, in a perfect frenzy, 
slapping it, pounding it, putting dirt on 
it until it is entirely put out. 

One big Indian, whose frenzy is get- 
ting the better of him, is hauled out of 
the fire by his wife. Some in their ex- 
citement put live coals in their mouths 
and chew them up. The medicine man 
is supposed to prevent them from get- 
ting burned. Persons who have seen 
the dances are of the opinion that the 
old Indians dance until their feet are 
perfectly numb; that it does not hurt 
them to dance on the flery coals, al- 
though many times the odor of burned 
ekin permeates the air. 

A fire dance was held a few days 
previous to this one at the Mesa 
Grande fiesta. Not only was there a 
fire dance, but also a feather dance, a 
wildcat dance aad other queer ceremo- 
nies. This figsta is one of the events 
of the year With the Indians, so they 
all came with their household goods, 
their horses and their dogs, especially 
the dogs. A fiesta would not amount 
to much unless there were two or 
three flat chested, razor backed dogs 
to each Indian. 

The fiesta was counted quite a suc- 
cess from nearly all standpoints —in 
point of numbers, in the amount of 
gambling and horse racing indulged in, 
in the enthusiasm produced by the cer- 
cmonial dances of the old Indians, es- 
pecially the graceful tatahuila dance, 
and finally in the number of white peo- 
ple who came out of curiosity to wit- 
ness the performances. The fiesta last- 
ed a week. A few families would leave 
daily as their funds became exhausted 
until finally all had gone back to their 
several villages to thrash a little more 
grain or cut some more wood to pro- 
cure a little more money to squander 
at the next fiesta, which Is to take 
place at a neighboring rancheria. 

These fiestas, stretching through six 
months of the year, are a great source 
of poverty among the Indians. Most 
of the hard earned money of the red- 
skins vanishes at these celebrations, 
and they go home with empty purses, 
sometimes with empty stomachs and 
very often in a state of intoxication. 


LEAVEN OF CIVILIZATION. 


How Benighted Africans Adopt the 
White Man's Ways, 

The opening of the Uganda railway 
running up from Mombasa on the east 
coast of Africa into the interior hag 
suddenly brought the arts and amuse- 
ments of civilization into a region hith- 
erto little visited by white men. Ata 
recent native religious holiday at Mom- 
basa the natives, who probably had 
seen pictures of the Ferris wheel in 
the illustrated papers sent to the rail- 
road men, resolyed to make a wheel 
for themselves of the same pattern.

throne. It is a comfort to know 
that the dynasty that now reigns in 
Great Britain is of a long lived and 
prolific stock. For two generations 
at least the succession ina straight 
line is assured, and it seems likely 
that the present royal family of the 
“tight little island’’ will long con- 
tinue to reign. 

The present heir apparent to the 
British ; throne is George Frederick 


DUKE OF CORNWALL AND YORK. 
Ernest Albert, Duke of Cornwall and 
York, who, when he assumes. the 
reins of government, will be known 
as George V. He was born on June 
8, 1865, at Marlborough House, the 
London’ residence of the former 
Prince of Wales. 

The Duke of Cornwall and York is 
not yet the Prince of Wales, and re- 
ference to him as such is somewhat 
premature, That title does not de- 
scend by right to the eldest son of 
the sovereign, but is conferred on 
him by royal patent. Edward VII 
was made Prince of Wales when he 
was 4 weeks old, and he will no 
doubt in the near future confer the 
same title on his son. The Duke of 
York is the second and only surviv- 
ing son of His Majesty, the first 
having been the Duke of Clarence, 
who died in 1892. 

At the time of the death of the 
Duke of Clarence he was aflianced to 


Princess May of Teck, and soon 
thereafter rumor connected the 
names of the princess and Prince 


George. Queen Victoria heartily ap- 
proved of the match, and the young 
couple were married on July 6, 1803. 
They have four children—three sons 
and a daughter—Prince Edward, 
Prince Albert, Princess Victoria and 
Prince Henry. 

The Duke of York has been known 
as ‘‘the sailor prince’’ of England, 
for he was educated for the royal 
navy and has served in it for many 
years. He entered the navy with 
his older brother in 1877. He began 
as a cadet and advanced through all 
the grades in regular succession. In 
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PRINCE ALBERT AND PRINCESS VICTORIA, 


1899 he obtained his first command, 


a torpedo boat, and his latest com- 
mission was as commander of H. M, 
Crescent, 

The heir apparent is about 5 feet 
6 inches in height He wears a full 
beard in accordance with the Eng- 
lish naval custom. In his manner he 
is kindly, gentle and unassuming, 
He bears a striking resemblance to 
hia first cousin, the Czar of Russia. 


The eldest son of the Duke of York 
is a happy, healthy youngster of 64 
who does not let the fact that there 
ara only two lives between him and 


the throne stand in the way of his 
thorough enjoyment of existence, He 
is tyffically English in appearance, 
sturdy, blue-eyed and light haired, 
with a beautiful complexion. His 
good looks are shared by his two 
brothers and their sister. Prince 
Albert is just over 5 years of age, 
Princess Victoria is not quite 4, 
while the baby of the family, Prince 
Henry, celebrated the first anni- 
versary of his birth in March. 


PRINCE EDWARD OF YORK, 

The English papers abound 
stories about the royal grandchild- 
ren and pictures of them. According 
to the most recent account, Prince 
Edward is a ‘‘great pickle’’—what 
we would call a ‘‘mischievous little 
chap’’—Prince Albert is ‘‘a fine, 
healthy little fellow,’’ and Princess 
Victoria is ‘‘a charmingly dainty lit- 
tle child, with a delicate complexion 
and dainty ways.”’ 

Prince Henry is of course to 
young to have attracted the admir- 
ing attention of British biographers. 
Ile was born at about the time of 
Queen Victoria’s visit to Ireland.

LINLITHGOW PALACE. 


Famous Ruin to Be Restored as Scotland's 
Memorial to the Late Queen 
of Great Britain. 


In a speech at Edinburgh Lord 
Rosebery proposed that the Scottish 
memorial to Queen Victoria take the 
form of the restoration of  Linlith- 
gow palace, the most historic ruin 
in Scotland. 

Linlithgow, the birthplace of Mary 
Stuart and the home of traditions 
and ghosts, had its beginning in 
1300, when Edward T. of Eneland on 


LINLITHGOW CASTLE, 


one of his campaigns in Scotland 
erected a fortified camp on the site 
of the castle. The English occupied 
the fortification until 1307, when a 
Scotch peasant of the name of Bin- 


noch and seven followers of Bruce 
secured entrance by hiding them- 
selves in a load of hay which was 


allowed to pass uninspected into the 


castle. They captured the place and 
were rewarded by Bruce with rich 
lands. 

In the reign of Edward III. the 


castle wes again in the hands of the 
English, and in 1424 it was partly 
destroyed by fire. After the suc- 
cession of the Stuart family Linlith- 
gow became a fixed royal residence, 
and the Scottish kings were wont to 
deed it to their consorts. James IV, 
and his immediate successors’ im- 
proved and enlarged the castle, and 
with them it was the favorite resi- 
dence. ‘The degeneration began in 
1746, when the castle was abandon- 
ed to the use of soldiers as a barrack 
and was accidently set on fire. 

The old ruin is all of polished 
stone and covers an acre of ground, 
Many fine examples of sculpture and 
decorations are in a fair state of 
preservation, and a pile in the  cen- 
tre of the inner court is still dis- 
tinguishable as a fountain. The par- 
liarment chamber in which Mary 
Stuart first saw the light of day on 
December 8, 1542, is an object of 
much interest to tourists.

A Postmistress General. 

Few people have ever heard of a post- 
mistress general, but one did exist and se, 
long ago as the early part of the eight- 
eenth century. The Countess Gildenlore, 
er Dorothea Krag as she was known offi- 
cially, was a Dane, and she filled the of- 
fice of postmistress general in her native 
land from 1703 to 1711. Her methods 
were somewhat crude, but from them 
have sprung the present postal system of 
that country, which are perhaps the best 
in the world.
